Department,  a Casualty  Department  and  a twin  Operating  Theatre 
on  the  ground  floor.  There  are  four  Ward  floors  with  a total  of 
128  beds,  84  of  which  have  been  allocated  to  General  Surgery,  32 
to  Gynaecology,  and  12  to  Ophthalmology.  This  new  block 
embracing  modern  development  is  a great  boon  to  the  hospital 
facilities  of  the  district.

As  is  pennitted  by  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section 
31,  the  product  of  a penny  rate  is  made  available  to  Old  Age 
Pensioners’  Associations  within  your  area.  The  Associations  are 
informed  that  the  money  available  to  them  is  for  the  benefit  of  all 
old  people  within  the  area  of  the  Association  concerned.

(b)  Removal  'to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  need  of  Care 
and  Attention. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  Section  47 
of  the  Act  during  the  year. 

Two  persons,  however,  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  and  were  persuaded  voluntarily  to  enter 
Hospitals  or  Hostels. 


Tuberculosis. 


Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest,  Phys- 
ician, Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2345). 
In  this  work  he  is  assisted  by  Dr.  Maurice  Evans.  The  Chest 
Physicians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the 
^ses  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  the  incidence  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  continues  to  be  stationary,  but  the  cases  are  respondiner 
well  to  treatment.  ^ 

The  chronic  cough  in  aged  persons  requires  to  be  carefully 
investigated,  as  frequently  these  persons  are  reservoirs  of  tuber- 
culosis infection,  and  it  is  through  them  that  the  disease  is  spread.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1. — Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920,  and 
functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  water  consumed  in 
your  district.  The  two  main  supplies  are  a soft  water  from  the 
Uplands  source,  and  a hard  water  from  the  Schwyll  source  at 
Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  by-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and  in  one 
source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  soda  ash  treat- 
ment is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies  only  a few  properties  in 
the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  reveiw  there  have  been  no  new  sources 
of  supply. 

There  are  121  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply;  these 
are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own  arrange- 
ments for  utilising  a nearby  water  source. 

All  dwellings  which  are  within  a distance  of  100  yards  of  a 
water  main  have  a piped  water  supply. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered.  Where 
there  is  an  absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  use. 

During  the  year  the  Laleston  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed. 

The  serious  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea  con- 
tinues but  it  is  hoped  that  within  the  near  future  difficulties  con- 
nected with  the  proposed  sewerage  scheme  to  obviate  this  nuisance 
will  have  been  resolved.

3. — Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  hai  organised  the  collection  of  House  Refuse 
throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 
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4. — Cesspool  Cleansing. 


Four  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per  annum 
throughout  the  Penybont  District.  This  arrangement  is  however 
varied  where  groups  of  houses  have  been  developed  with  combined 
drainage  systems.  In  these  cases  the  number  of  cleansings  for  the 
year  are  made  by  agreement  with  the  Council.  In  certain  cases 
where  additional  cleansings  are  necessary  a charge  is  made  which 
varies  with  the  size  of  the  cesspool. 

The  Council  now  have  four  cleansing  vehicles. 


5. — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in  parts 
of  the  parishes  of  Pyle,  Llangynwyd  Lower  and  Laleston. 


6. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

In  accordance  with  Article  20  (Section  25)  of  The  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959,  the  following  is  the  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  tabulated  statement — 


ir 
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7.  — Shops. 

From  routine  inspections  which  are  carried  out  from  time  to 
time,  shops  are  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Shopkeepers  are  fairly 
conversant  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
and  appreciate  the  object  of  achieving  a good  standard  lof  Clean- 
liness. Most  of  the  shops  which  are  registered  under  the  f ood  and 
Drugs  Act  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream,  sell  the  proprietory 
pepacked  brands  which  are  produced  under  extremely  high 
standards  of  cleanliness. 

8.  — Caravan  Sites. 

In  connection  with  the  problem  of  caravans,  Mr.  D.  J.  Battrick 
your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  makes  the  following 
observations — 

That  the  use  of  caravans  was  becoming  more  and  more 
apparent  both  for  holiday  and  residential  purposes  was  made  clear 
in  the  Wilson  Report  of  1959,  and  it  is  a fair  assumption  that  their 
popularity  will  be  maintained  and  possibly  increased  at  least  for 
many  years  ahead.  It  is  necessary  therefore,  that  caravan  sites 
should  be  properly  planned  and  controlled  in  a similar  manner  to 
housing  development,  if  they  are  to  fit  into  the  community  and 
be  accepted  by  residents  of  a different  type  of  development. 

The  Act  of  1960  set  out  to  impose  this  control  under  plan- 
ning, and  this  was  followed  by  model  standards  upon  which 
conditions,  where  licenses  were  granted,  could  be  based. 

There  are  four  privately  owned  sites  and  one  Council  owned 
site  within  the  district.  Since  the  sites  were  first  licensed  a good 
deal  of  progres  has  been  made  on  bringing  fully  up  to  standard 
the  conditions  and  amenities  which  existed  and  there  has  been 
little  difficulty  experienced  in  the  acceptance  by  site  owners  of  the 
conditions  made  under  the  Act  by  this  Council.  A section  of  the 
site  at  Wig  Fach  was  ,the  subject  of  an  appeal  to  the  Minister 
against  the  refusal  by  the  authority  to  grant  residential  permission. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  result  of  this  app>eal  will  be  given  shortly. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  work  will  also  commence  in  the  near 
future  upon  the  proposed  development  of  the  Council  owned  site 
at  Heronstone  Lane  where  a scheme  to  enlarge  the  site  and 
provide  additional  amenities  has  been  agreed. 

Very  little  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  parking  of 
caravans  on  common  land  and  it  would  appear  that  the  Penybont 
Rural  (Goity  Wallia  Commons)  Caravan  Order  1961  has  had  a 
salutary  effect.  One  caravan  dweller  did  however  persist  in 
stationing  his  caravan  immediately  adjacent  to  a prohibiting  notice 
and  from  time  to  time  demonstrated  his  contempt  by  using  the 
notice  as  a line  post  for  washing.  Repeated  visits  to  the  magistrates 
court  were  made  and  fines  imposed.  The  problem  was  eventually 
solved  when  the  Council  re-housed  the  family  including  four  young 
children,  in  a dwelling  at  Pyle! 
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9. — Atmospheric  Polution. 

As  in  previous  years  little  trouble  has  been  experienced  with 
pollution  from  the  discharge  of  chimneys.  I'he  problems  which 
have  arisen  have  been  of  a temporary  nature  and  have  in  every 
case  been  caused  by  stoking  mismanagenment. 

The  Industrial  Estate,  where  the  majority  of  boilers  are 
situated  is  free  from  statutory  nuisance.  A number  of  firms  have 
oil  fired  boilers. 


10.  Rodent  Control. 

A full  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  and 
this  work  is  confined  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  through- 
out the  area.  It  would  seem  from  complaints  which  are  received 
that  a fairly  average  population  of  rodents  persists  despite 
operations  aimed  at  their  elimination. 

Infonnation  gleaned  from  research  suggests  a rat  population 
can  be  reduced  to  controllable  proportions,  but  can  never  be 
entirely  reduced  to  zero.  The  explanation  is  probably  a certain 
amount  of  bait  shyness  or  poison  resistance  by  the  rats. 

Private  premises  are  given  the  service  free  of  charge  f)ut 
business  premises  pay  7/6d.  per  hour  for  treatment.  The  number

Demolition 

The  Demolition  Survey  Sub-Committee  kept  under  review 
the  properties  in  your  Area  scheduled  for  demolition. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

_ ^ further  decline  in  the  interest  of  tenants  in  the  disrepair 
sections  of  the  Act  has  been  experienced.  Only  one  application  for 
disrepair  was  made  during  the  year.  As  a result  of  notice  indicating 
the  validity  of  the  items  of  disrepair  the  owner  gave  an  undertaking 
to  carry  out  the  works.  In  effect,  no  certificates  were  issued  as  the 
repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  statutory  period. 

The  Act  has  certainly  had  an  effect  on  the  release  of 
properties  formerly  under  controlled  tenancies. 

Allocation  of  Council  Houses 

As  a result  of  the  satisfactory  building  programme  of  the 
Council,  the  housing  difficulties  within  the  area  have  been  to  a 
large  degree  overcome.  Although  there  still  remains  1,085  appli- 
cants on  the  Housing  List  the  Housing  Manager  informs  me  that 
a large  proportion  of  thes3  are  adequately  housed  or  tenants  of 
houses. 

The  main  complaint  these  days  from  applicants  is  not  over- 
crowding, but  lack  of  modern  ammenities  within  the  accommoda- 
tion they  have.  The  Council  has  given  consideration  to  this  aspect 
and  are  prepared  to  give  special  consideration  to  those  applicants 
occupying  such  houses  who  have  been  on  the  housing  list  for  20 
years. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  implementing  your  Slum 
Clearance  programme,  and  13  families  were  housed  from  proper- 
ties demolished  or  closed. 

During  the  year  18  applicants  were  housed  for  urgent  medical 
reasons  and  many  transfers  effected. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  House 
Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for  their  co-oper- 
ation in  connection  with  the  medical  cases  submitted.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high.  In  recent 
years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control  of  the  risk  of 
conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  through  milk.  It  is  now  rare  to 
receive  a notification  of  Tuberculous  Peritonitis  or  tuberculosis  of 
bone.  This  is  due  to  the  wide  distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and 
to  the  progress  made  in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  the 
hcensii^  of  milk  dealers  becomes  the  responsibility  of  the  Glam- 
organ  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority  for  the

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughiterhouses  within  the  area 
although  two  only  are  being  operated  as  such.  As  in  previous 
years  a 100  per  cent  meat  inspection  system  continued  to  be  carried 
out. 

Both  concerns  are  family  owned  in  association  with  retail 
shops  at  Aberkenfig  and  Bridgend.  The  animals  slaughtered  are 
mainly  for  the  trade  of  family  business  carried  out  in  these  shops. 

Public  abattoir  facilities  for  the  remainder  of  the  butchers’ 
shops  within  the  area  are  obtained  at  Bridgend,  Port  Talbot  and 
Court  Herbert  (Neath).

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Swine  Fever. 


In  the  early  part  of  January  a serious  outbreak  of  swine  fever 
was  discovered  at  Glanrhyd  Farm.  The  first  indication  of  the  out- 
break took  place  during  routine  meat  inspection  duties  when  the 
post-mortem  appearance  of  the  carcases  and  organisms  of  four  pigs 
indicated  an  acute  febrile  condition  very  suggestive  of  the 
disease.  The  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food  confinned  the  diagnosis. 

The  stock  at  the  time  consisted  of  123  pigs  and  it  was  decided 
to  slaughter  97  which  had  been  in  contact.  The  remaining  26  pigs 
were  rather  more  isolated  and  it  was  felt  they  had  a possible 
chance  of  survival.  12  pigs  died  and  in  addition  8 were  totally 
condemned.  The  remaining  77  were  passed  fit  and  later  certified 
certified  by  the  Ministry. 

Within  a few  days  symptoms  developed  in  the  26  isolated  pigs 
8 of  which  died  and  of  the  remainder  which  were  immediately 
slaughtered,  7 were  totally  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

A total  of  35  pigs  either  died  or  were  condemned  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  burning  all  the  carcases  on  the  premises. 


KNACKERS  YARD 

The  Knackers  Yard  is  situated  at  Hendre,  Pencoed  and 
operated  by  Messrs.  Beresford. 

The  pattern  of  intake  here  is  reflected  by  changing  habits  on 
farms  where  mechanisation  has  reduced  the  horse  population. 
There  is  little  doubt  also  that  meat  condemned  in  slaughterhouses 
is  greatly  reduced  as  a direct  result  of  the  elimination  of  tubercul- 
osis from  bovines  throughout  the  country.  This  disease  was  one 
of  the  major  causes  of  condemnation  in  abattoirs  within  the  last 
decade. 

The  plant  at  Hendre  included  pressure  sterilizing  cooking 
equipment  with  oil  and  bone  meal  as  by-products. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


During  the  early  part  of  1962,  an  outbreak  of  smallpox 
occurred  in  South  Wales.  This  outbreak  can  be  divided  into  three 
phases. 

The  first  case — a Pakistani  who  had  recently  entered  the 
country  from  Pakistan — arrived  in  Cardiff  on  13th  January  and 
was  later  found  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox.  All  possible  contacts 
of  this  patient  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  surveillance.  In 
spite  of  a great  deal  of  apprehension  no  second  case  was  detected 
in  Cardiff. 

The  second  phase  caused  the  Rhondda  and  Llantrisant  out- 
break. On  February  16th  a young  married  woman  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  smallpox.  Enquiries  carried  out  indicated  that  she 
was  a close  contact  of  a relative  who  died  in  hospital  on  9th 
February  following  a difficult  pregnancy  and  showing  evidence  of 
a terminal  rash.  Following  further  investigation,  there  was  no 
doubt  that  this  person  had  died  from  smallpox  and  that  there  were 
numerous  contacts,  one  of  whom  was  the  Consultant  Obstetrician, 
who  later  died  from  smallpox.  As  a result  of  this  original  case 
29  further  cases  occurred.  28  days  after  the  removal  of  the  last 
case  to  hospital,  the  outbreak  in  the  Rhondda  and  Llantrisant 
areas  was  hopefully  declared  to  be  at  an  end. 

The  third  phase  occurred  at  the  Glanrhyd  Mental  Hospital, 
Bridgend,  where  on  April  6th  four  elderly  female  patients  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox.  There  were  45  elderly  patients 
in  the  affected  ward  and  of  these,  a total  of  20  cases  was  confirmed 
resulting  in  twelve  deaths.  Enquiries  carried  out  indicated  that  on 
March  25th  a patient  who  had  not  been  out  of  the  hospital  since 
admission  in  February,  1961,  had  died.  Her  death  was  certified 
as  being  due  to  broncho  pneumonia  but  in  view  of  subsequent 
events  it  seems  probable  that  this  patient  died  from  smallpox. 

The  three  phases  in  the  South  Wales  outbreak  produced  a 
total  of  45  confirmed  cases,  17  of  whom  died.  These  figures  do  not 
include  the  presumptive  original  cases  in  either  the  Rhondda  or 
Bridgend  outbreak. 

The  outbreak  in  the  Bridgend  hospital  was  controlled  by  the 
staffs  of  the  local  Health  Departments;  the  Morgannwg  Group 
of  Hospitals;  the  Bridgend  Divisional  Health  Department;  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council;  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Man- 
agement Committee;  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  expert 
advice  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  By  their  united  efforts  all  possible  contacts  were  traced 
and  those  requiring  surveillance  were  kept  under  daily  observation. 
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Following  the  first  case  in  Cardiff  and  the  second  case  in  the 
Rhondda,  a large  proportion  of  the  population  had  obtained  pro- 
tection by  being  vaccinated.  The  control  in  the  population 
following  the  outbreak  at  Glanrhyd  Hospital  was  therefore  made 
easier  as  complications  following  vaccination  were  not  present.  It 
was  fortunate  that  the  outbreak  at  the  Glanrhyd  Hospital  was 
confined  to  the  hospital  and  no  cases  occurred  outside. 

This  latter  phase  was  declared  to  be  at  an  end  on  the  21st 
May,  1962. 

(Full  detailed  reports  on  the  outbreak  in  South  Wales  are 
contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Publication  No.  109, 
(“Smallpox  1961-62”)). 

With  the  removal  of  the  last  patient  from  Heddfan  attention 
was  given  to  the  problems  of  disinfection  of  this  hospital. 

The  first  operation  consist’d  of  exposure  of  all  rooms  and 
wards  to  a concentration  of  fonnaldehyde  gas.  Following  a few 
days  interval  the  wards  were  saturated  with  a 5%  solution  of  lysol, 
the  object  being  to  lay  any  dust  which  may  have  been  present, 
before  sealing,  preparatory  to  the  main  fumigation.  The  concen- 
tration of  gas  was  maintained  over  a much  longer  period  as  a 
result  of  sealing  procedure  and  some  effort  was  needed  to  clear 
the  last  remnants. 

A survey  of  the  whole  premises  was  next  undertaken  for  final 
decisions  on  articles  to  be  destroyed.  These  articles  were  removed 
and  burnt  in  the  grounds.  Generally  this  action  depended  on 
whether  the  article  consisted  of  any  fabric  in  its  construction  or 
was  of  such  a nature  which  might  contain  inaccessible  dust. 
Included  in  the  latter  were  four  television  sets  which  were  reluc- 
tantly burned.  An  accurate  record  was  kept  by  telephoning  details 
of  the  full  list  to  the  public  health  department. 

All  articles  remaining  in  the  ward  were  thoroughly  saturated 
with  the  lysol  solution.  Those  which  could  be  reasonably  handled 
were  immersed. 

Tcnninal  fmnigation  of  all  rooms  completed  the  work  and 
dust  samples  submitted  to  the  virologist  for  examination  proved 
negative. 

A similar  pattern  of  procedure  was  adopted  in  Ward  3 at 
Glanrhyd  after  transfer  of  the  isolated  patients  who  had  actually 
survived  infection.  The  only  departure  from  routine  was  the  treat- 
ment of  money  which  had  been  retained  in  the  ward — the  notes 
were  ironed  and  the  silver  and  copper  immersed.

An  examination  of  the  Table  of  Deaths  from  Cancer  shows 
that  out  of  61  deaths,  7 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  Coronary 
thrombosis  and  Angina  however,  resulted  in  106  deaths. 


Deaths  from  these  two  groups  of  diseases  continue  to  cause 
anxiety  throughout  the  country  especially  when  it  is  realised  that 
many  of  these  deaths  occur  in  the  40  to  50  age  group. 

As  in  previous  years  a close  watch  was  kept  on  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  those  premises  where  food  is  manufactured, 
prepared  or  sold.  Every  opportunity  was  taken  to  correct  and 
advise  whenever  it  was  felt  necessary. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  unnecessary  handling  of  cooked 
meats  at  shops  is  still  far  too  common. 

During  the  smallpox  outbreak  at  the  request  of  the  Officials 
of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  Hospital  Management 
Committee,  the  Health  Department  agreed  to  accept  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  disposal  of  the  bodies  of  those  who  had  died  from 
smallpox. 

This  became  necessary  as  it  appeared  that  local  undertakers 
would  not  willingly  accept  this  responsibility. 

During  the  outbreak  15  bodies  were  encoffined.  In  this  task 
I wish  to  pay  special  tribute  to  Mr.  John  Battrick  your  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  willing  way  in  which  he  co-oper- 
ated with  me  in  this  work  and  for  his  helpful  suggestions  in 
improving  the  technique  in  the  light  of  experience  gained. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  record  that  the  kindly  interest 
shown  by  all  members  of  the  Council,  has  been  much  appreciated 
by  myself  and  the  Public  Health  Department  Staff.  I wish  to 
again  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  each  member  of  the  Council 
Staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  particularly  to  the  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Department,  for  their  assistance  during  the 
year.
